‘This contract will provide for the construction ol a new wastewater pipeline within the channel of the
Tannchill Branch of Boggy Creck. The new pipeline will replace an existing deteriorated and undersized
linc at this location. This project is part of the Austin Water Utility's Auslin Clean Water Program
{ACWP), which was developed to respond to the requirements of the Environmental Protection Agency’s
Administrative Order regarding Sanitary Sewer Overflows.

The project consists of the replacement of approximately 750 lincar feet of existing concrete encased 15-

inch wastewater line with a new 24-inch wastewater finc in Tannchill Branch, from East 51* Street to Old
Manor Rd. 1t also includes restoration of the stream bank and special concrete encasement of the
proposed wastewater main. Due to the potential for unknown subsurface conditions and unforeseen issucs
arising [rom construction within the creek, a 10% contingency in funding has been included to allow for
the expeditious processing ol any fulure change orders. The contract allows 120 working days for
substantial completion of this project

Bid documents were distribuled to 23 general contractors. Bids were opened on November 07, 2003, Six
